1. The original intention of the County Council when planning Bar 
Hill was to provide a self-contained community. Wc have a 
vehicle-free footpath system linking groups of houses, a 
primary school, church centre, health centre, shopping centre 
and an industrial area. 

2. The original plan is being realised, with but minor modifications; 
some development outside the perimeter road. But inside, the 
Village of Bar Hill is a comparative rarity; one which has been 
planned as a .'hole. 

3. We have a population of some 2,2.00 - about 457. of the planned 
total. We are building the spirit of 'community' hich the 
Village must have to succeed. We are therefore very much 
averse from any further development which would degrade the 
Village we are trying to build. 

4. Moreover, we are sure that the Village as planned should be 
completed before there is any thought given to the next step. 

At present, the indications are that, because Bar Hill is more 
’planned' than other villages, it can stand less in the way of 
modification. 


5. Having said that, however, we should at least look at the impli¬ 
cations of expanding Bar Hill beyond the present plan; that 
after all is what we have been asked to consider. The density of 
housing inside the perimeter road cannot reasonably be increased; 
it follows, therefore, that any additional populati n would have 
to be housed outside the perimeter road. 


&. It is assumed that the planning for such additional development 
would be carried out as a hole, rather than piecemeal. It 
follows from that that such development would stand alone, would 
therefore have nothing to do with the planned Bar Hill, and 
could therefore go anywhere where there was an open space. 


7. Anyone moving into an old-established village can expect develop¬ 
ment to taka place here and there. But those who have moved 
into Bar Hill have been expressly told what to expect - namely, 
a village designed and planned as a whole. If evidence for this 
be needed, it can be found in two quarters. On the one hand, 
it is in the evidence given by the County Council at the planning 
enquiry held before permission was granted for the building of 
a new village. On the other, it is in the hopes and aspirations 
of the residents of Bar Hill themselves.

10. This Council, certain that it reflects Village opinion, strongly 
opposes any plan to increase the size of Bar Hill beyond that at 
present planned.

2. Plannings The main item was an application for outline planning 
permission by Bar Hill Developments Ltd. The area of land is 

a strip across the highest end of the Village Green at right 
angles to the Spine Path. The Council opposes this application 
because there is sufficient building land available in the 
Village, because the proposed development does not fit in with 
the Village Plan and because such development will interfere 
dth sporting activities on the Village Green. 

It should be made clear that this application covers an area of 
2 acres of the Village Green. 

3. Jubilee Belts It is hoped that a Jubilee Tree Belt can be 
planted in the next planting season. The trees ^dll be supplied 

free of charge by the County Council. 

4. Village Greens The last very /et winter has shot^i the need for 
extra drainage on the Green. The Council agreed that existing 
village green cash reserves c/i 11 be used, to a maximum cost of 
31500, to carry out tile drainage works on the Green before the 
Au tumn„ 

The existing reserves referred to above are those in respect of 
an extension to the path across the Green, and in respect of 
play equipment. In effect, this year's budgetted expenditure 
is being re-allocated. 

5. Village Hall: Because of vehicle access problems to the 
preferred site adjacent to Bar House Farm, an alternative 
strategy is being developed to allow vehicles to gain access, 
alongside the Drift from the Dry Drayton end. 

The application for County Council, District Council and 
central Government grants has now been submitted. If these 
applications are successful, the building work should commence 
in April 1978. 

6. Television Aerials: For the present, the maintenance contractor 
for the television aerial system is J. Haines and Company, 12A, 
King Street, Sudbury, Suffolk, telephone 73181. 

If you have an aerial defect, please find out if any neighbours 
are affected before contatting Mr. Haines. 

If, however, you live in Oatlands Avenue, Partridge Drive or 
The Otters, then the installation work for the aerial system 
is incomplete. 

This installation work is being carried out on behalf of the 
developers. The developers have asked their contractor to 
complete the programme of work.
